I am a decade long resident of Juneau and a 35 year resident of Alaska. I have become very 
concerned about the length of time the agencies have taken to review information, resolve any 
outstanding issues and issue the permit for the Kensington Mine. I understand three environmental 
impact statements (EIS) have been completed each considering all environmental effects of locating 
a similar, but larger facility for storing tailings at the same location. 

In March 2008, a Supplemental Information Report (SIR) was prepared by the USFS to meet the 
requirements of the National Environmental Policy Act (NEPA). Existing NEPA regulations allow 
for and encourage other involved agencies, like the EPA and US Army Corps of Engineers, to 
cooperate with and rely on existing ElS/Supplemental EIS documents, particularly those prepared 
by the lead agency which in this instance is USFS. 

The USFS has initially determined the change for tailings storage from Lower Slate Lake to the paste 
tailings facility would not affect the environment in a significant manner or to a significant extent 
not already considered in the previous three EIS processes. The USFS has included provisions for 
public comment in the SIR process and will consider all comments in drafting a final SIR. 

In closing, I believe the SIR prepared for the paste tailings change at Kensington meets all NEPA 
requirements. No new SEIS or EA should be necessary! Juneau needs the jobs Kensington will 
provide and we need them now!

Dear Mr. Griffin: 

I am writing in support of the new SIR prepared for the paste tailings change at Kensington 
which meets all NEPA requirements. No new SEIS or EA should be necessary, given the 
analysis provided in the SIR and three previous EIS's, supported by over 1000 studies and $35 
million in environmental baseline engineering and design studies. 

The PTF will use the existing National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) outfall 
previously permitted after a NEPA analysis. The PTF will also use the existing water treatment 
facility which has been shown to be effective in meeting state and federal water quality 
standards. 

The Sierra Club, Southeast Alaska Conservation Council and Lynn Canal Conservation 
supported taking the paste option forward as a better environmental alternative than the DTF. 
Paste tailings require less space and allow for enhanced water recovery, reducing water 
consumption. In addition, all contact water will be recycled or treated and will meet EPA's zero 
discharge requirement. The PTF berm will only be 85 ft. high, as compared to the dry stack at 
220 ft. high. The closure/reclamation strategy is simple and straight-forward, and there are no 
long-term water treatment requirements for the encapsulated tailings. 

I support the proposed move to Yankee Cove for transportation of workers, a fully permitted 
privately-owned facility, which eliminates the opposition of the Conservation Groups (SEACC, 
Sierra Club and Lynn Canal Conservation) to the Cascade Point facility. The move does not 
otherwise substantially change the transportation effects studied in the 2004 SEIS. 

The Kensington project is very important to the economy and future of Southeast Alaska and I 
am confident that the SIR process provides the environmental analysis to allow Coeur to 
proceed with this plan and the opportunity for open comment on this SIR enables involvement 
by public as required by the Conservation Groups.

I am a woman small business owner from Nikiski, and I am seeking your assistance with a 
project which I believe is important to Alaska's future. Three years ago, I acquired a 
small construction firm after working for 2 generations of its prior owners over a period 
of 20 years. I started out as an Administrative Assistant, and worked my way up to 
Business Manager, before buying the company. During the years I was employed there, I 
also attended Kenai Peninsula College and received an Associate's Degree in Business 
Management, and a Bachelor of Science degree in Business Administration. 

Although I know this business from the ground up, and have 2 business degrees, my 
company is struggling due to new competition from a much larger North Slope company which 
has moved into the area and been undercutting prices. I am being pushed out of my 
business and feel it is necessary to look to something new.

I am writing in support of the new SIR prepared for the paste tailings change at Kensington 
which meets all NEPA requirements. No new SEIS or EA should be necessary, given the 
analysis provided in the SIR and three previous EIS's, supported by over 1000 studies and $35 
million in environmental baseline engineering and design studies. 

The PTF will use the existing National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) outfall 
previously permitted after a NEPA analysis. The PTF will also use the existing water treatment 
facility which has been shown to be effective in meeting state and federal water quality 
standards. 

The Sierra Club, Southeast Alaska Conservation Council and Lynn Canal Conservation 
supported taking the paste option forward as a better environmental alternative than the DTF. 
Paste tailings require less space and allow for enhanced water recovery, reducing water 
consumption. In addition, all contact water will be recycled or treated and will meet EPA's zero 
discharge requirement. The PTF berm will only be 85 ft. high, as compared to the dry stack at 
220 ft. high. The closure/reclamation strategy is simple and straight-forward, and there are no 
long-term water treatment requirements for the encapsulated tailings. 

I support the proposed move to Yankee Cove for transportation of workers, a fully permitted 
privately-owned facility, which eliminates the opposition of the Conservation Groups (SEACC, 
Sierra Club and Lynn Canal Conservation) to the Cascade Point facility.

Dear Mr. Griffin: 

I am writing in support of the new SIR prepared for the paste tailings change at Kensington 
which meets all NEPA requirements. No new SEIS or EA should be necessary, given the 
analysis provided in the SIR and three previous EIS's, supported by over 1000 studies and $35 
million in environmental baseline engineering and design studies. 

The PTF will use the existing National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) outfall 
previously permitted after a NEPA analysis. The PTF will also use the existing water treatment 
facility which has been shown to be effective in meeting state and federal water quality 
standards. 

The Sierra Club, Southeast Alaska Conservation Council and Lynn Canal Conservation 
supported taking the paste option forward as a better environmental alternative than the DTF. 
Paste tailings require less space and allow for enhanced water recovery, reducing water 
consumption. In addition, all contact water will be recycled or treated and will meet EPA's zero 
discharge requirement. The PTF berm will only be 85 ft. high, as compared to the dry stack at 
220 ft. high. The closure/reclamation strategy is simple and straight-forward, and there are no 
long-term water treatment requirements for the encapsulated tailings. 

I support the proposed move to Yankee Cove for transportation of workers, a fully permitted 
privately-owned facility, which eliminates the opposition of the Conservation Groups (SEACC, 
Sierra Club and Lynn Canal Conservation) to the Cascade Point facility. The move does not 
otherwise substantially change the transportation effects studied in the 2004 SEIS. 

The Kensington project is very important to the economy and future of Southeast Alaska and I 
am confident that the SIR process provides the environmental analysis to allow Coeur to 
proceed with this plan and the opportunity for open comment on this SIR enables involvement 
by public as required by the Conservation Groups.

This morning' radio news reports a Southeast Alaska Conservation Council (SEACC) representative 
saying that the Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) would be requiring an Environmental Analysis on 
the alternative proposal to the previously approved Lower Slate Lake alternative. 

I am disappointed SEACC representatives appear to be trying to work with EPA staff to collaborate in 
efforts to influence the requirement for another Environmental Analysis. 

I want to reiterate my strong support for the previous Lower Slate Lake alternative. 

However, I also support your Kensington Supplemental Information Report and believe the SIR 
represents a comprehensive analysis of all environmental effects; and than another Environmental 
Analysis or Supplemental Environmental Analysis is not warranted. 

The additional time for another Environmental Analysis of Eupplemental EIS would likely lead to another 
prolonged delay that would not only be detrimental for the Kensington Mine Project, but be harmful to the 
communities which will benefit from the reopening of the Kensington Mine. 

In short, the project should be permitted without further extended delays. EPA and the Corps of 
Engineers should not unnecessarily extend the process further.

The National Down Syndrome Congress conference is in Boston this year (July) and Michael 
and I will be presenting a workshop there. I know Alaska is a distance, and of course you 
have a very demanding job, but it would be good for you and your family to try to attend, 
and/ or join a support group locally to get lots of information/education. There is so much 
to learn. 
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Nevertheless, never allow Trig to be segregated in his education; he should be WITH 
nondisabled peers always! Having older siblings will be a tremendous benefit for him and 
will naturally afford a wealth of learning and social interaction. Incidentally, just 
because Trig has DS doesn't mean he will definitely need a lot of interventions (PT, ot, 
etc.) . My son only had speech therapy regularly as he has good physical strenth and tone. 
Most beneficial "early intervention" will be the attention he gets from his family. 



This is the account/testimony (written 9 years ago)l think you'll enjoy. If you're ever in 
the eastern part of the country, I would consider it an honor for you to come visit us in 
upstate New York! (It might be a pleasant change for you to stay in our rural home and 
area.) You would LOVE to meet Michael! He has done keynotes in several places, including 
Guatemala. People/parents love him! He's an amazing guy! I do hope to hear back from you, 
though I can appreciate your demanding schedule. God bless you all! 



The year was 1978. My husband, Santino, and I had been married a year and a half and were 
expecting our first child. The pregnancy was going well and life was good. I remember 
telling my aunt how fortunate we were as a family and how amazing it was that even though 
our family was so large, we had been spared from heartache and tragedy. We had no untimely 
deaths or disasters; we were so blessed. 



Sunday, April 16th was my due date and Sandy and I went to church as usual. Though I was 
certainly big enough to deliver a house, there was, as yet, no labor activity. I was 
anxiously excited and feeling fine. The message preached that day by our pastor, Tom 
Bowden, will remain in my heart and mind forever. It was a sermon on the grace of God 
oftentimes being more significant and glorious than healing. He referenced Paul's thorn in 
the flesh (eyesight) and how Paul had learned the power of God's grace. 



"Concerning this thing I pleaded with the Lord three times that it might depart from me. 
And He said to me, "My grace is sufficient for you, for My strength is made perfect 
in weakness." Therefore most gladly I will rather boast in my infirmities, that the power 
of Christ may rest upon me. Therefore I take pleasure in infirmities, in reproaches, in 
needs, in persecutions, in distresses, for Christ's sake. For when I am weak, then I am 
strong. " 

2 Cor. 12:8-10 



I remember holding and storing this truth in my heart, as if I might need it at a later 
time. I had not imagined how soon that day would come. Eleven days later, after a long and 
difficult delivery, our son, Michael, was born. He was a strapping boy: 9 pounds 7 ounces! 
We were so thrilled; I had so wanted my first child to be a son so our future children 
would have a big brother. My parents were especially ecstatic because this was their first 
grandchild (named after my father and brothers), and they had longed to be grandparents. 
It was well after midnight when we all finally got to sleep exhausted. 



Early the next morning (about 6 AM) the pediatrician came to my room. She had first called 
Sandy to inform him that she suspected our baby might have Down syndrome, and she wanted 
him to tell me. Sandy knew the implication, thanked her for calling, and after whispering. 
"Lord, I leave it in Your hands," returned to bed. The doctor no doubt felt he was "unable 
to handle the information" and decided to tell me herself. I was not familiar with the 
term and the doctor told me if Mike did have it, he would be "slow." I was not shaken and 
remained confident, knowing that the Lord could do anything. Having a child that was 
"slower" than I might have expected was certainly not a tragedy to me. 
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A nurse came into my room right after the doctor left with my beautiful, big baby in her 
arms, and I innocently asked her what she knew about Down syndrome. That's when the roof 
caved in. She told me, "He'll never be an engineer; you can institutionalize him." (Later, 
when told of this, my brother Mickey retorted, "Well, we know he can be a nurse!) I sat 
up, shocked and horrified as she proceeded to paint the most horrible picture of a 
vegetable that was to have been our son. Without taking a breath she blurted, "He'll never 
walk, talk or know you. He will always be sick. He will need constant care," and on and 
on. I tried to hide my terror and fear. "Lord, I take it back: this is not what I meant 
when I thought, "Together we can handle this' " The nurse left and returned with a book 
she said I should read. I later learned it was "standard issue" and was burned into the 
memories and minds of many new parents. It consisted of accounts and pictures of 
institutionalized people with Down 

syndrome; their demeanors (and lives) were pathetic. Now I cried. Holding what seemed to 
be an otherwise beautiful, healthy baby, I prayed for God to help me. I asked for wisdom; 
I asked for grace . 



One thing broke my heart: I wept, begging God to let this child have enough mental (and 
spiritual) "ability" to know Him. That's all I wanted: that my child could and would know 
and love Jesus. At that moment I felt the presence of the Lord so intensely. I knew He 
heard my prayer and He was pleased with the request. I felt like Solomon— I believe I had 
touched the Lord in faith and could have asked anything. I asked the thing that pleased 
God. It never occurred to me (or my husband) to ask God to remove or heal the syndrome; we 
knew the Lord had brought this baby into our lives. This was not an accident; he was not a 
mistake. (I knew God had a plan and I wanted "in" on it.) 



It was then the Lord brought to mind Bro. Tom's sermon. Yes, that was the key. 
Understanding flooded my heart: God's grace in Michael's life would bring the Lord more 
glory than healing him of Down syndrome could. Michael's life would glorify Jesus. The 
years and events that followed have borne out that truth. The doctors said he would not 
live past age two with the severity of his congenital heart defect. Our God does miracles; 
nothing is too great for Him! We just need to seek and know His will and pray according to 
it. We prayed for this healing and his heart was miraculously healed, to the amazement of 
the doctors. 



Throughout the years the Lord has faithfully touched and healed our son of so many 
(sometimes lifethreatening) illnesses. Jesus even healed and opened his ear canals (1992) 
right before he was to have a very painful and extensive reconstructive surgery. The 
doctor was astounded and had no medical explanation, but we all knew it was a miracle by 
Jesus: especially Michael. We have no fear or anxiety over his future; he's in the Lord's 
hands. Mike has a tremendous faith in God along with an incredible understanding of 
spiritual things. In the spirit he has no disability; in fact, he's gifted and talented. I 
don't know exactly when Michael was filled with the baptism of the Holy Ghost, evidenced 
by speaking in tongues; he seemed to have it ever since he was able to speak. He's always 
loved to be in the presence of God and going to church, to worship the Lord is his favorite 
thing to do. When he was thirteen he chose to be waterbaptized in Jesus' Name for the 
remission of sins (Acts 2: 38) - 

it had meaning for him. The Lord is so faithful. 



"But God has chosen the foolish things of the world to confound the wise; and God has 
chosen the weak things of the world to confound the things which are mighty ..." 

1 Cor. 1:27 
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Because of Michael's faith and fervor for the Lord, he can (and does) say profound things 
to many people about the Lord. He "preaches" the gospel with his life, and can do it 
without offending. He has spoken truths to our extended family and prayed for them with 
power and anointing and the Lord has answered his prayers. He is able to just speak the 
truth lovingly (without premeditation or motive) - things I would hardly dare to say. 



Michael is now twenty-one years old and he has been such a blessing to us and those who 
know him. He is a true "big brother" to our fourteen-year-old Daniel, who looks up to Mike 
in many ways. Dan loves and respects his brother for his many accomplishments and his 
loving heart. Mike cares about people and comforts those who are hurting. He has childlike 
faith and loves God with all his heart, soul, mind and strength. Through him we, like 
Paul, have all learned that God's grace is truly sufficient for us; His strength is made 
perfect in weakness. That scripture (2 Cor. 12:9-10! has become Mike's own personal 
testimony; he shares it with many people and also read it at his high school graduation 
banquet. I know in the end Jesus will say to Mike, "Well done, good and faithful servant; 
you were faithful over a few things . I will make you ruler over many things . Enter into 
the joy of your Lord" (Matthew 25:21). We are so thankful for his life; we are so grateful 
to the Lord! 



We pray this testimony has blessed you and perhaps even given you a renewed thankfulness 
for the gifts the Lord has given you.

We met with the ITC Board of Directors today regarding the use of the Willow Airport for parking for the 
start of the Iditarod Race. I reiterated the Department's position that we need to work toward (in the 
next 5 years) relocating the start of the Iditarod race off Airport Property. I told them it is about safety 
and preventing conflicts between with aircraft and other non-aviation use vehicles and people. They 
seemed to be receptive and willing to work with us on that goal. 

The first step would be to move parking off the airport runway safety area by next year's race. This will 
require some clearing and gravel to create alternate parking. We will use the $100,000 in the capital 
budget on the project. Step 2 would be a planning study to help relocate the start of the race. I told 
them DOT would help with the study and getting this under contract. Again we said five (5) years, so we 
have time. The FAA was at the meeting and was an active part of the presentation.

Assembly representing District 1 (Kalifornsky Beach, Kenai & Ridgeway areas) .

There is a portion of this road that is in desperate need of a separated pedestrian 
walkway that would connect to an existing walkway at the intersection of Kalifornsky Beach 
Road and Bridge Access Road. This section of the road is surrounded by a multitude of 
subdivisions and services literally hundreds of homes and families. Many families have 
school age children who currently ride their bikes to school in the middle of the existing 
highway. It is at the request of these families that I pursued a separated walkway along 
the most populous area of th 

is road to connect to the existing walkway. The Kenai Peninsula Borough has passed a 
resolution in support of this walkway as did the City of Kenai. The ADOT did not include 
this separated walkway in the design/bid process and therefore does not have the funds 
appropriated for this project. We have had a lot of support from our delegation in Juneau 
and now its fate is tied to SB 221. There is no better time than now to construct this 
walkway in conjunction with the road rehabilitation project; all the manpower and equipment 
are already on site. I have spoken with the project engineer and he has indicated there

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is substantial usable material on site that can be used for this walkway. It is our fear 
that if we don't get it constructed now along with the existing road rehabilitation 
project, that the walkway will never happen and we would be passing up an outstanding 
opportunity. 

I applaud all the hard and outstanding work that you have done thus far and I know you 
will continue to do so, especially in dissecting the capital budget. I am hopeful that as 
you go through this year's budget, and have all the facts surrounding the Kalifornsky 
Beach Road Pedestrian Pathway that you will deem it a worthwhile project to be funded in 
the budget process .

Dear Senator Lyman Hoffman and Representative Edgmon: 

The comment below is one I sent to the Juneau Empire on comments about 1 7 officials mulling 
over the Juneau "energy crisis". You both know that many or your villages have been paying 
what Juneau is paying now that their low-cost hydro has been temporarily wiped out by an 
avalanche. I fully support helping Juneau as long as all of our villages get the same 
consideration. 

Our energy disaster has been gradual and not a sudden event like an avalanche that wakes 
everybody up. Ours has been eroding our pocketbooks and destroying our villages for over 7 
years. 

We all appreciate all of the work you did on energy weatherization, alternative energy funding, 
new energy money for our schools, fully funding PCE, and revenue sharing for our villages.

However, all of those programs won't help our people who are struggling to pay for electricity, 
heating fuel, gasoline to go hunting, and propane PLUS find money for food for their families. 

We need to build an energy relief bridge to get us from where we are now to whatever is going to 
lower our cost of energy in the future. The only way to give us IMMEDIATE relief is a fuel

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subsidy and a state sales tax waiver program that reimburses communities that waive the tax on 
electricity and fuel. 

IF the state is going to take action for Juneau then you must insist that they do the same for all of our 
villages across Alaska that have been in an energy disaster condition for over 7 years.

In other words, Trig will 
change your life for the better. May God bless your decision to do the right thing.

Dear Governor Palin, Senator Davis and Representative Cissna: 

Along with Juneau, please consider declaring all Alaska villages "Energy Disaster Areas." There is no relief in 
sight and the next fuel barges will deliver even more expensive fuel. I moved to Anchorage in 2002 but I still keep 
a close puise on what happens at home. In my region, my family and friends are expecting some very steep 
prices of fuel and continued high prices for electricity. The average price of heating fuel in my home region is 
$4.63 and the highest price paid is $7.75. Please also note that ISER reports that rural Alaska uses less energy, 
but pays more (Effects of Rising Utility Costs on Household Budgets, ISER, March 2007). 

Rural Alaska has been asking for energy relief for many years and as far as I know, the state disaster cabinet has 
never assembled on behalf of the villages that are facing increasingly increasing electricity and fuel costs. I hope 
that Juneau gets some relief, but I do not believe it is fair to consider Juneau to the exclusion of Rural Alaska 
villages where they are losing population, their schools are closing, no new jobs are being created, and villages 
are shutting down basic education, life, health, and public safety functions. High energy prices stymie economies 
and economic development. Just look at the airline industry. 

The villages are going over an energy cliff and only massive intervention can turn the tide. Please consider a 
moratorium on energy sales taxes and a state-wide fuel subsidy program to lower the cost of gasoline, heating 
fuel, diesel, aviation fuel, and propane. This could work for and apply to all of Alaska. 

The PCE program helps a lot with electricity and I thank you for your work on building the endowment and 
continuing to fund the program. Without that, instead of only paying 3 to 5 times as much for electricity as 
compared to Anchorage, my friends and family would be paying 3 to about 8 times as much. 

This is a request to support communities' efforts to help themselves. You may be aware of the fact that many 
communities and regions (Pilot Point, Interior villages, Petersburg, Pt. Graham, Craig, Chena Hot Springs, and 
others) are taking pro-active steps to solve the energy problem on a long term basis but time is needed for 
their longer term solutions to kick in. 

The experts warn that the energy situation in Anchorage and the rest of the Railbelt will soon be in the same set 
of terrible circumstances that Rural Alaska has been facing for 1 0s of years. My energy bills are creeping upward 
with no relief in sight. I truly believe we need to work together to solve this energy crisis for the benefit of the 
whole state. I hope that you will look kindly on this request for help and declare an energy crisis for Rural Alaska. 
Short of that, please create tools to stabilize the costs of energy to allow long term solutions to kick in.

In early 2006, Palin sensed dissatisfaction with some of Alaska's long-time political figures and 

decided to run for governor. 

"Knowing that former Governor Frank Minkowski's term was about to end, and seeing that it 

was the same old people wanting to run, I said to myself, 'Let's get way out there and take a

As governor, Palin has two major goals: restoring Alaska's reputation after a series of political 

scandals and making the state less reliant on federal funding. "I feel like that is a reason that we 

are here - to show that we can be trustworthy, and we can run a clean government which will

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allow us to convince the rest of the nation that we are capable of being responsible resource 

developers to supply the U.S." 

With five offices located across Alaska, Palin is constantly traveling while trying to send as 

much time as possible with her husband and four children. 

Palin's approval rating among voters hovers between 80 and 90 percent Some Alaskans have 

suggested her as a candidate for U.S. Senate or for Alaska's single seat in the House of 

Representatives. Palin's father, Chuck Heath, says his daughter isn't interested in higher office 

- for now. "She's here to stay," he says. "Her honesty has gotten her through everything in her 

political career, and we're proud of the effects her honesty has had on the state."

Undaunted by weeks of her own paralysis and months of physical 
therapy, the girl is back in class walking unaided; still, she 
wishes she had had anything but polio. If that were the case, the 
boy whose locker is next to hers would not run in a panic, leaving 
his books behind. 

She refuses to skip any of her classes, including physical 
education. Softball is her favorite sport. She must hit a line 
drive to deep center field to reach first base, but she gets there. 
To her, it's just as good as hitting a home run. But the gym 
teacher asks the girl whether she can't run any faster. 

Embarrassed, she tells her teacher no, then wonders: Isn't it 
enough that she got this far on her own? 
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My mother, Stephanie Ann Backman, was that girl. As an adult, she 
became my hero, my role model and my antagonist. 

Now she is 59, and the drive and resolve of this 5-foot-2, 
103-pound woman are still that of the 11-year-old girl pushing 
herself toward first base. But the physical means that fuel her 
ambition are slipping away. 

Mom has post-polio syndrome, a menacing term that means that the 
virus may be gone, but its effects are reappearing decades later at 
an unpredictable pace. 

Symptoms she thought had healed have returned and so have a few 
new conditions: muscle fatigue, weakness, pain, numbness, failing 
posture toward day's end, an inexplicable failure to do simple 
tasks such as holding out her arms palms up, then raising them past 
her shoulders . 

Experts estimate there are at least 250,000 people with 
post-polio syndrome. Doctors often misdiagnose the condition or 
don't immediately recognize it because many of today's physicians 
didn't study polio in school. 

The impact on my mom was this: Doctors at first weren't sure what 
was slowing her down; and then, once the diagnosis was made, they 
weren't sure how to treat her. No one knows what lies ahead. 



My mother and I have always been close, but watching polio's late 
effects on her has brought me closer to her in ways I could have 
never predicted. 
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We talk more about everyday life as if we were friends. And when 
the time is right, we talk about polio. Discussions leave me 
wishing I were there more often to help, to ease her burden and 
what will be a growing burden on my stepfather. 

Each trip to the East Coast reveals subtle changes in her 
condition. At times I want to be in the same room just to make sure 
she's OK. When I leave New England, I wonder what will change by my 
next visit. 

I face the prospect of someday being my mother's caregiver. And 
my worries grow as I watch her become more vulnerable, watch her 
age faster than either of us expected. 

The reversal in roles has already begun. As a psychotherapist 
accustomed to pushing people for their thoughts, Mom faces my 
questions about polio stories that she'd kept to herself. 

I now know of that summer day in 1952 when Mom, known to friends 
and family as Penny, entered Metropolitan General Hospital 
screaming from the searing pain that ran through her body. She lost 
the use of her legs for the next three weeks. 

I know of the day Penny repeatedly rang for the nurse to remove 
the bedpan. She had to get out of bed and remove it herself. The 
nurse finally arrived to find a girl hanging on the side of the bed.

The bill 
modifies state law regarding fighting wildfires by allowing DNR to consider the value of 
infrastructure (including cabin, lodges, etc) at risk when making decisions on fighting 
fires, rather than just the value of the natural resources.

One house burned due to a corrosive heat tape, lucky no one got burned.

Dear Governor Palin: 



Thank you for your letter of April 18 inviting the Legislature to attend three days of 
presentations by members of your gas pipeline team on May 28-30 in Anchorage. We truly 
appreciate your interest in getting substantial information and data in the hands of 
legislators in advance of any decision we will be called upon to make in regard to AGIA. 



As you know, the series of presentations you have scheduled wraps up a mere three days 
before we are called to convene in Juneau in special session on this same subject. In 
light of this short timeframe, I have determined that it would not be prudent to pay 
travel and per diem for House members to come from outside Anchorage to attend the 
presentations. I believe it would be a more appropriate use of state resources to simply 
have the members attend the presentations once they begin in Juneau after we convene on 
June 3. So I am requesting that you have your AGIA group make the same presentation to 
the House during the first four days of the special session when all the members will be 
in Juneau. If members living in the Anchorage or Mat-Su area want to take the Anchorage 
presentations, I would certainly encourage them to do so. 



I am looking forward to working with you and your gas pipeline team as we move forward on 
the AGIA process. It is imperative that we do all we can to support any and all proposals 
that can realistically lead to the construction of a viable gas pipeline to commercialize 
our North Slope natural gas resources — Alaska's economy depends on it. 



Please let me know if you have any questions regarding this policy decision, or if I can 
do anything else to help you prepare for a successful special session.

I just finished a meeting with Mr. Biegel and Mr. Minery of the Alaska Family Coalition on the home school and 
state funding issues. Mr. Tibbies, I let them know you were sorry you could not attend today as planned. Mr. 
Biegel and Mr. Minery are not happy with the Nordstrand memo and the Board of Education proposals which say 
that state certification of religious materials that meet secular content guidelines is not permitted. They believe 
the Dept. of Law is wrong. They believe they can generate a contrary legal opinion and are wilting to get one at 
their own expense. I said that I would be happy to review another opinion and compare it internally with my staff 
for a reassessment. They said they could get it to me. They will be seeking a national attorney that works for the 
Family Coalition. I said I could promise no changes in our policy but that I would be happy to compare and 
consider whether changes were appropriate after I had seen a contrary opinion. 

The meeting was friendly enough, however, Biegel and Minery both made a point of stating that they were 
from groups representing thousands of voters who are keenly focused on this issue. 

1 said I had to do my best to maintain the integrity of the department as an institution that tries to follow the 
law consistently and not because it is popular and they seemed to respect that concept However, they clearly do 
want a change. I will take any new opinion and form a committee of staff to revisit the issue and then advise you 
if we are going to alter our position.

I just finished a meeting with Mr. Biegel and Mr. Minery of the Alaska Family 
Coalition on the home school and state funding issues. Mr. Tibbies, I let them know you 
were sorry you could not attend today as planned. Mr. Biegel and Mr. Minery are not happy 
with the Nordstrand memo and the Board of Education proposals which say that state 
certification of religious materials that meet secular content guidelines is not 
permitted. They believe the Dept. of Law is wrong. They believe they can generate a 
contrary legal opinion and are willing to get one at their own expense. I said that I 
would be happy to review another opinion and compare it internally with my staff for a 
reassessment. They said they could get it to me. They will be seeking a national 
attorney that works for the Family Coalition. I said I could promise no changes in our 
policy but that I would be happy to compare and consider whether changes were appropriate 
after I had seen a contrary opinion. 

The meeting was friendly enough, however, Biegel and Minery both made a point of 
stating that they were from groups representing thousands of voters who are keenly focused 
on this issue. 

I said I had to do my best to maintain the integrity of the department as an 
institution that tries to follow the law consistently and not because it is popular and 
they seemed to respect that concept. However, they clearly do want a change. I will take 
any new opinion and form a committee of staff to revisit the issue and then advise you if 
we are going to alter our position.

Secretary Kempthorne is proposing a regulation that would allow visitors 
to national parks and wildlife refuges to carry firearms if state law permits this.

INTERIOR: Proposed gun rule would align federal parks with state laws (04/30/2008)

Visitors to national parks and national wildlife refuges would be allowed to carry guns if 
doing so is permitted in the states those lands are in, according to a proposed rule 
opened for public comment earlier today. 



The proposed rule would allow visitors to possess, carry and transport concealed, loaded 
and operable firearms in these federal lands, but only in the same manner allowed to 
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visitors of state parks or state wildlife management areas. 

The Interior Department said the proposed rule change is intended to clear up conflicting 
regulations between states and the federal government that may make it difficult to 
regulate firearms in these protected lands. In 61 park units that allow hunting, firearms 
are governed by state laws. 



"The safety and protection of park and refuge visitors remains a top priority for the 
Department of the Interior," Interior Secretary Dirk Kempthorne said in a statement. "The 
proposed regulations will incorporate current state laws authorizing the possession of 
concealed firearms, while continuing to maintain important provisions to ensure visitor 
safety and resource protection. " 



Kempthorne ordered the department to review its regulations in February after 51 senators 
sent a pair of letters to the secretary claiming the policies were confusing and could 
conflict with the Second Amendment rights of gun owners. 



Interior's gun rules were established in the 1930s to bar poaching. They were amended in 
1983 to allow unloaded firearms to be carried in parks and refuges. 



Several park, conservation and law enforcement groups have come out against revisiting the 
rules, calling it the result of a National Rifle Association-backed campaign to water down 
such regulations. 



"This is purely and simply a politically driven effort to solve a problem that doesn't 
exist," said Bill Wade, chairman of the Coalition of National Park Service Retirees. 
"There are no existing data that suggest any public interest to be gained by allowing 
visitors to parks to possess concealed handguns . " 



Those groups said the proposed rule would only add to confusion because many national 
parks and wildlife refuges span multiple states that may have different firearm laws for 
state-protected lands. 



The public comment period on the proposed rule change ends June 30.

I unfortunately am unable to listen to your radio program, both because I am at work and 
because Buffalo does not broadcast your show (too liberal here) . But I do watch your 
television show almost every night. 



I was unaware until the other night that you also have a special needs child - in your 
case, cerebral palsy. I do not wish to lay pity, but rather to let you know, as an avid 
fan, that I too have a special needs child who has autism. Our son's name is Aiden, and 
he is 5 years old. My wife Kelly and I struggle everyday. 



One of the major reasons why 1 like you and your show (besides being a conservative) is 
that you are upfront, honest and genuine. You have been very open about your struggles 
with alcoholism, your family, your beliefs and your views. That is what I value in 
people. 



I am 33 years old, live in Buffalo and I am a production planner/buyer at a manufacturing 
firm. We live a decent middle class living where we own our home - but you hit on the 
head every night - gas and food prices are killing us! 



We just recently were able to be the second family in the Buffalo area to have street 
signs put up in our neighborhood to slow down due to "child with autism area" While that 
is not the end all, it is an extra measure to help protect Aiden. I am taking it a step 
further by working with my NYS senator to introduce statewide legislation to allow all 
families of special needs children (autistic, physical or mentally handicapped, deaf, 
blind, etc.) the ability to ask for special street signs in a streamlined, easy fashion 
through either a website or phone number. I hope to see it soon (a TV story was done at 
WGRZ.com, and a Buffalo News article also). I hope that you could support our efforts, 
being a parent of a special needs child also. As a side note, one of my neighbors does 
NOT support it because she fears that people will think her children have autism, if you 
could believe it...it made blood shoot out of MY eyes ! ) 
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I am also contacting you because ray wife is starting to write/compile a book, of 
inspirational stories from parents of special needs children. I was wondering if you 
might be able to find time to write a passage for the book, that we hope to have published 
down the road. It could be used as a resource for other parents, as well as a tool when a 
special needs parent (s) might be going through a tough time. I am going to contact the 
governor of Alaska also, who has given us inspiration because of her comments about her 
new baby that was born with down syndrome.

I would like to say a word in favor of a small item that will make a big difference 
for the children that attend Trailside Elementary and Service High School in Anchorage. 



These schools are adjacent to park land, and moose are frequent visitors on the pathways 
between these schools and the Sahalee and Zodiac Manor subdivisions. The Sahalee 
Homeowners Association has tried many ways to provide safety lighting to reduce the number 
of times children have moose encounters on the way to school. We have tried battery 
powered spot lights, spot lights on the nearest houses, and even strings of Christmas 
lights. None of these measures have been effective. The Sahalee Homeowners Association has 
worked with the Anchorage School District and the Municipality of Anchorage on a plan to 
extend the couple of safety lights at the Trailside Elementary end of the trails along the 
whole length of the trails. Our only remaining roadblock is the funding for this plan. 



Representative Meyer has worked to have some money that was originally intended for some 
guardrails along Abbott Road reallocated for this trail safety lighting project. (Changes 
since the original guardrail allocation have mitigated the need for the guardrails.)

EPA SCIENTISTS REPORT POLITICAL INTERFERENCE IN 
THEIR RESEARCH 

Hundreds of scientists working for the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency claim to have experienced political interference with their work, 
often with pressure to exclude information or to make modifications of 
reports, according to a recent survey by the Union of Concerned 
Scientists.

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As you will note, Secretary Kempthorne is proposing a regulation that would 
allow visitors to national parks and wildlife refuges to carry firearms if state law 
permits this. 

This proposal will be controversial, but it also enjoys strong support, including 
from many members of Congress. I would guess that the State would want to be 
on record in support. Accordingly, you may want to initiate your internal agency 
process in order to develop comments on the proposed rule.

INTERIOR: Proposed gun rule would align federal parks with state laws 
(04/30/2008)

Visitors to national parks and national wildlife refuges would be allowed to carry 
guns if doing so is permitted in the states those lands are in, according to a 
proposed rule opened for public comment earlier today. 

The proposed rule would allow visitors to possess, carry and transport concealed, 
loaded and operable firearms in these federal lands, but only in the same manner 
allowed to visitors of state parks or state wildlife management areas. 

The Interior Department said the proposed rule change is intended to clear up 
conflicting regulations between states and the federal government that may make 
it difficult to regulate firearms in these protected lands. In 61 park units that 
allow hunting, firearms are governed by state laws. 

"The safety and protection of park and refuge visitors remains a top priority for 
the Department of the Interior," Interior Secretary Dirk Kempthorne said in a 
statement. "The proposed regulations will incorporate current state laws 
authorizing the possession of concealed firearms, while continuing to maintain 
important provisions to ensure visitor safety and resource protection." 

Kempthorne ordered the department to review its regulations in February after 51 
senators sent a pair of letters to the secretary claiming the policies were 
confusing and could conflict with the Second Amendment rights of gun owners. 

Interior's gun rules were established in the 1930s to bar poaching. They were 
amended in 1983 to allow unloaded firearms to be carried in parks and refuges. 

Several park, conservation and law enforcement groups have come out against 
revisiting the rules, calling it the result of a National Rifle Association-backed 
campaign to water down such regulations. 

"This is purely and simply a politically driven effort to solve a problem that 
doesn't exist," said Bill Wade, chairman of the Coalition of National Park Service 
Retirees. "There are no existing data that suggest any public interest to be gained 
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by allowing visitors to parks to possess concealed handguns." 

Those groups said the proposed rule would only add to confusion because many 
national parks and wildlife refuges span multiple states that may have different 
firearm laws for state-protected lands. 

The public comment period on the proposed rule change ends June 30.

Our recreation facilities are heavily used year round by 
our schools and our community; we believe that healthy activities in upgraded facilities 
are safer for the athletes and increase the quality of life in neighborhoods surrounding 
our schools. 

We are also urging your support of the extension of the debt reimbursement for 
communities which must bond for new schools and major renovations in HB 373. This 
legislation is essential for our community in order for us to gain support for our school 
bonds in the future.

Background and Context 
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Climate change is the 21st century crisis. According to the United Nations Human 
Development Report "(I) it is still a preventable crisis The world is now at or near the 
warmest level on record in the current interglacial period, which began 12,000 years ago. 
There is strong evidence that the process is accelerating." 



The urgency of climate change was underscored by Faith Birol, the Chief Economist of the 
International Energy Agency: "Without serious policy shifts, we may be heading toward the 
double crisis of energy insecurity and climate change... The macroeconomics is clear, with 
prevention now costing a good deal less than adaptation later: 1 % of GDP if we act now 
and 5-20 % if we wait. ...We must treat the earth as if we intended to stay..." The world has 
less than a decade to change its course. 



Today, on average, one person out of 19 in a developing country will be hit by a climate 
disaster, compared to 1 out of 1', 500 in an OECD country. Climate change creates life time 
traps: in Niger, a child born during a drought is 72 percent more likely to be stunted 
than a child born during a normal season. 



"The direct economic cost of disasters is on the rise, recently costing $7.5 billion to 
China due to snowstorms, and $12.5 billion to Japan from one earthquake in 2007, and $5.5 
billion to Germany from the windstorm Kyrill. Moreover, the indirect economic cost is 
usually more than that of direct economic cost. The political costs of neglecting 
substantive disaster reduction and management policies are also becoming increasingly 
clear. Public confidence in all levels of the United States government dropped in 2005 
after perceived inadequacies of the government's preparedness for Hurricane Katrina in New 
Orleans, and in reaction to the inequalities the Hurricane revealed. Meanwhile, approval 
ratings of President Alan Garcia of Peru rose five points on public perception of 
effective government disaster management immediately after the Peruvian earthquake of 
2007." 



Increased exposure to drought, to more intense storms, to floods and environmental stress 
is holding back the efforts of the world's poor to build a better life for themselves and 
their children. In short climate change would stall and reverse progress in human 
development, including cutting down extreme poverty, health, education, nutrition. 



Key mechanisms through which climate change could stall and then reverse human 
development : 



11 General impact - climate change will affect rainfall, temperature and water 
availability for agriculture in vulnerable areas. For example, drought affected areas in 
sub-Saharan Africa could expand by 60-90 million hectares, with dry land zones suffering 
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losses of US $25 billion by 2060; other developing regions will experience losses in 
agricultural production; those affected by malnutrition could rise to 600 million; 

2) Water stress and water insecurity - an additional 1.8 billion people could be 
living in water scarce environment by 2080; Central Asia, Northern China and the 

northern part of South Asia face immense vulnerabilities; seven of Asia's great river 
systems will experience an increase in flows over the short term; 

3) Rising sea levels and exposure to climate change - over 70 million people in 
Bangladesh, 6 million in Lower Egypt and 22 million in Viet Nam could be affected; small 
island states in the Caribbean and the Pacific could suffer catastrophic damage; with over 
344 million people currently exposed to tropical cyclones, more intensive storms could 
have devastating consequences for a large group of companies; 



4) Ecology - Climate change is transforming ecological systems - with a 3 degree 
centigrade of warming, 20-30 percent of land species could face extinction; 



5) Human health - major killer diseases could expand their reach due to the impacts of 
extreme summer and winter conditions and heat waves; for example, an additional 220- 400 
million people could be exposed to malaria which already claims 1 million lives annually. 



Global discussions on climate change have attempted to sketch a road map for coping with 
climate change. Actions must include: how to stop and reverse further global warming so 
that greenhouse gas emissions must fall to avoid rise in temperatures over 2 degrees 
centigrade from pre-industrial levels; how to live with the degree of global warming that 
cannot be stopped and how to design a new model for human progress and development that is 
climate proof and climate friendly and gives everyone a fair share of the natural 
resources on which we depend. In other words, coping efforts must include: 1) preparedness 
and disaster risk reduction and building community resilience; 2) adaptation; and 3) 
mitigation. 



Climate change is global but its impacts are local. Concerted actions must therefore be 
undertaken at both the local and global levels. In this regard, certain preconditions must 
be observed as suggested by Bjorn Stigson, the President of the World Business for 
Sustainable Development: 

The first need is a common perception that we have a problem that must be addressed 
with some sense of urgency. 

We need a willingness by governments to actually do something about it; that belief 
is lacking as politicians do not yet see climate change as a decisive election issue 

We need a feeling that there is an equitable sharing of the costs for solving the 
problem. 

We need realistic options for solutions, for example, technologies that can create a 
more resource-efficient economy and/or eliminate greenhouse gases, such as carbon capture 
and storage. We do seem to possess an effective arsenal of technology options. 



We need the tools to implement these options: regulations, standards, economic 
instruments, voluntary actions by citizens and business, etc.: We possess those tools, but 
need the political will to use them 
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We need funding for actions like technology development and deployment, as well 
restructuring societal infrastructure; such funding is lacking, but it could be provided 
if it was a political priority; 

We need a willingness on the parts of all economic actors to change behavior toward 
more sustainable lifestyles. This will depend on a number of the above-mentioned factors, 
but also on whether the actions are "profitable" within the prevailing economic paradigm.

need constructive cooperation between the key parts of society - governments. 



business and civil society. Such cooperation is lacking. 



Why gender and climate change? 



Differential impact on men and women. The Gender and Climate Change website states: 
"Climate change is not a neutral process; first of all, women are in general more 
vulnerable to the effects of climate change, not least because they represent the majority 
of the world's poor and because they are more than proportionally dependent on natural 
resources that are threatened. The technological change and instruments that are being 
proposed to mitigate carbon emissions, which are implicitly presented as gender-neutral, 
are in fact quite gender biased and may negatively affect women or bypass them. 



The negotiation process tends to be driven by a masculine view of the problem and its 
solutions. Participation of women in the whole process, at international, national and 
local levels, is very low, both in the South and in the North; probably skills and 
resources need to be developed to overcome this. 



Gender, like poverty, is a cross cutting issue in climate change and needs to be 
recognized as such. In fact, gender and poverty are interrelated and create mutually 
reinforcing barriers to social change. There is a need to be strident to overcome the 
uninformed view of many involved in climate change that climate change is neutral, and 
real life examples are needed to make the alternative case clear and convincing." (Gender 
and Climate Change web site: <http://www.gencc.interconnection.org/about.htm>) 



For example, women comprised the majority of those killed and who were least likely to 
recover in the 2005 Asian Tsunami. In Aceh, more than 75 percent of those who died were 
women, resulting in a male-female ratio of 3:1 among the survivors. As so many mothers 
died, there have been major consequences with respect to infant mortality, early marriage 
of girls, neglect of girls' education, sexual assault, trafficking in women, and 
prostitution. (In Gender aspects of climate change, Gender and Disaster Network, 
2005/REF) . 



If action on climate change is partly about reducing vulnerability and building 
resilience, then it is important that vulnerable groups do not suffer disproportionately 
from its adverse effects. Women figure among such vulnerable groups. (Point de vue, 
Bulletin African Bioressources, Oct 2001) 



Lack of women's participation. Women and environment experts have raised concern over the 
absence of women in the discourse and debate on climate change, a global mainstream issue 
that is currently impacting the entire world. 
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A document from the United Nations Conference on Environment and Development states: "An 
overall assessment of the climate change debate to date shows women are patently absent in 
the decision-making process. Their contributions in environmental policies are largely 
ignored. Decision-making and policy formulation at environmental levels such as 
conservation, protection and rehabilitation, and environmental management are 
predominantly male agenda. The climate change debate is an indicator of how gender issues 
tend to be omitted, leaving room for complex market-driven notions equated in terms of 
emission reductions, fungibility and flexible mechanisms. 



Nevertheless, in the United Nations Conference on Environment and Development reflected in 
Agenda 21, one notes the key role ascribed to women as principle actors in the management 
of natural resources and the development of sustainable and ecologically sound policies. 
Perhaps the fact that there are few trained women environmental specialists tends to 
accentuate this gender deficit in environmental policy. Institutional weakness in women's 
organizations and under-representation informal decision-making are factors that lend to 
swing the pendulum away from their oft-valuable input." 



Women can contribute to the solution. The involvement of women in areas of environmental 
management and governance should not be perceived as an afterthought. Women's roles are of 
considerable importance in the promotion of environmental ethics. Their efforts in waste 
management through recycling and re-use of resources are an indication of the extent of 
their significant input to community development. Women in rural areas, due to their daily 
contact with the natural habitat for the provision of food, fodder and wood, tend to have 
sound ecological knowledge that could be useful in environmental planning and governance. 



For example, during a drought in the small islands of the Federal States of Micronesia, it 
was local women, knowledgeable about island hydrology as a result of land-based work, who 
were able to find potable water by digging a new well that reached the freshwater lens. 
((In Gender aspects of climate change, Gender and Disaster Network, 2005/REF) 



Women must understand and engage in mainstream issues. Gender must therefore be taken up 
as part and parcel of these issues. Women must understand therefore how women are 
affected by these as well as how women can become part of the solution. In this spirit, 
the Third Global Congress of Women in Politics and Governance will be organized in October 
19-22, 2008, and its focus will be on gender and climate change. 



"Discussions on action to alleviate the impacts of climate change are not simply a 
scientific debate. It is about questioning the ability of countries and their peoples to 
anticipate and respond effectively to the adverse human and physical effects of climate 
change. From a livelihood perspective, poor communities are potentially the big losers in 
the scramble for markets within the overall emissions trading and climate policy debates. 
Thus, efforts must be devoted to creating a situation in which all stakeholders - women 
included - can derive some benefit. Measures should include the demystif ication of the 
climate change issues in order to generate popular consensus... It is about creating 
opportunities that the poor could benefit from; giving them greater responsibility in 
environmental management: and creating environmentally friendly technologies that would 
generate revenue and jobs. "(Fatma Denton, Point de Vue, p. 2) 



The current imperative is for women to understand the phenomenon of climate change and its 
impacts and implications at individual, household, community and national levels. "Studies 
show that women have a definite information deficit on climate politics and climate 
protection." (Gender and Climate Change - a forgotten issue? In Tiempo Climate Newswatch) 
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Also, there is an urgent need for political leaders and legislators to commit to creating 
an enabling environment for responding to climate change and to address disaster risk 
reduction at a national and international level. More and more politicians and legislators 
have shown growing interest in disaster risk reduction and climate change adaptation, but 
much of this has been concentrated in Europe. It is vitally important to extend the 
dialogue, and to involve legislators from different regions, especially those most 
vulnerable to the impact of disasters and climate change. 



2. Objectives of the Congress 



Specifically, the Congress will have the following objectives: 

Overall Purpose: To provide a forum for women legislators at all levels in formulating 
gender-responsive legislation. 

Specific Objectives: 

a) to understand the phenomenon of climate change, its impacts, and its implications; 

b) to review and examine the gender aspects of climate change and formulate appropriate 
actions to address these; 

c) to define the roles women can play in addressing the impacts of climate change at the 
global, national and sub-national levels; and 

d) to identify and define the action agenda for parliamentarians, policy advocates, and 
women leaders to support global and national actions to adapt to and mitigate the impacts 
of climate change. 



3 . Papers 



The discussion on gender and climate change will be organized around identifying the 
challenges to action, as well as defining the appropriate responses to effectively address 
the impacts of climate change. Inputs to the discussion will be collected and organized 
around: 1) geographic location; and 2) types of actions i.e. preparedness; risk reduction; 
building community resilience; adaptation; and mitigation. Cross cutting these discussions 
will be the identification of technologies in aid of responding to climate change. 



The focus of the discussions will revolve around defining and elaborating actions (i.e. 
preparedness, disaster risk reduction, adaptation, and mitigation) to cope with climate 
change and its impacts . 



Preparedness and disaster risk reduction is about building individual and community 
capacities to position themselves and their communities so that the likelihood of climate 
change-induced disasters is reduced; the intensity or adverse impacts of disasters are 
cushioned and that inhabitants are able to respond promptly, expeditiously and 
effectively. Adaptation entails actions that moderate harm, or exploit benefits, of 
climate change. Mitigation entails actions that minimizes or cushions the adverse impacts 
of climate change. 



In all of these actions, special attention will be given to defining how women and gender

Global Network of Women in Politics 



The Global Network of Women in Politics is a project of the Center for Asia Pacific Women 
in Politics (CAPWIP) . It is a loose network of organizations and individuals who are 
committed to the agenda of transformation in leadership, politics and communities. 



This network is committed to be the forum for Women Parliamentarians to meet every two 
years and learn about relevant gender issues that will enable them to promote gender 
responsive legislation. 



From the beginning, CAPWIP has recognized the need for broad international support to 
effectively promote women's participation in politics. The Center studied previous efforts 
to create a global network for WIP. They found that some of the factors that hindered the 
creation of an effective network were that efforts had been confined either to a small 
group of elite women or research institutes and/or that it had a narrow focus of interest. 
Realizing that CAPWIP has no real model for a global network, the group decided to work 
slowly toward this ultimate objective. 
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Time and again, CAPWIP took advantage of opportunities to. talk about what it was doing. 
One such break was the 1994 Taipei Global Summit on Women's Leadership in Politics. The 
summit brought together women interested in WIP and key CAPWIP personalities, among them 
Supartra Masdit, Kanwaljit Soin, Sylvia Ordonez, Irene Santiago, Sochua Leiper, Annette Lu 
Hsiu Lien, Leticia Ramos Shahani, Kao Tien Shang, Anne Summers, and Solita Monsod. 
International luminaries included Bella Abzug, Monica Barnes, Joaquima Alemay, Betty 
Bigombe and Kazimiera Prunskiene. The group, agreed to work towards forming a global 
network and to meet at the Preparatory Committee (PrepCom) for the Beijing World 
Conference to be held in New York in March 1995. 



At the PrepCom, CAPWIP posted its invitation for a "Planning Workshop for the Preparatory 
Activities in Beijing for the Organization of the Global Network of Women in Politics." 
Hosted by the African-American Institute, the 17 March workshop was attended by a large 
group of women which included: Christine Pintat (Inter Parliamentary Union); Anita Amlen 
{Swedish Federaton of Liberal Women) ; Jytee Lindgard (National Council of Women in 
Denmark); Sdalwa Sharawy Gomaa (Social Research Center, Egypt); Malena de Montis (Centro 
Para La Participation Democratica y El Desarrollo, Nicaragua); Nadia Raveles (Women's 
Parliament Forum, Surinam); Dr. Pam Rajput (Punjab University); Slote Wananisan (Fiji 
Mission to the ON); Dr. Ilina Sen; NandiniAsad (Working Women's Forum, India), and Ayesha 
Khanam (Bangladesh Mahila Parishad) . The African-American Institute, which had planned a 
WIP meting in Botswana, later, hosted the Planning Meeting for the Global Network of WIP 
held in Beijing. 



Several steering committees were formed that would produce Regional WIP Platforms for 
Action for the Beijing Women's Conference. Focal points were established for the different 
regions: Nadia Raveles for Africa, Jytee Lindagard for Europe-North America, CAPWIP for 
Asia-Pacific, Salwa Gomaa for West Asia, and Malena de Montis for Latin America-Caribbean. 



It was also agreed that a Global Network of Women in Politics (GLOBALNET) would be 
organized with CAPWIP serving as the permanent secretariat. In 1995, GLOBALNET was 
formally incorporated with CAPWIP serving as the permanent secretariat. 



Center for Asia Pacific Women in Politics (CAPWIP) 



The CENTER FOR ASIA-PACIFIC WOMEN IN POLITICS (CAPWIP) is a non-partisan, non-profit and 
non-governmental regional organization dedicated to promoting equal participation of women 
in politics, governance and decision-making. CAPWIP was established in 1992 by a group of 
women from the Asia-Pacific region who have defined their paradigm for change as: 



Politics that is both TRANSFORMED and TRANSFORMATIONAL.

21. Information about the Philippines 



The Philippines is the third largest English speaking country in the world. It has a rich 
history combining Asian, European, and American influences. Prior to Spanish colonization 
in 1521, the Filipinos had a rich culture and were trading with the Chinese and the 
Japanese. Spain's colonization brought about the construction of Intramuros in 1571, a 
"Walled City" comprised of European buildings and churches, replicated in different parts 
of the archipelago. In 1898, after 350 years and 300 rebellions, the Filipinos, with 
leaders like Jose Rizal and Emilio Aguinaldo, succeeded in winning their independence. 



In 1898, the Philippines became the first and only colony of the United States. Following 
the Philippine-American War, the United States brought widespread education to the 
islands. Filipinos fought alongside Americans during World War II, particularly at the 
famous battle of Bataan and Corregidor which delayed Japanese advance and saved Australia. 
They then waged a guerilla war against the Japanese from 1941 to 1945. The Philippines 
regained its independence in 1946. 
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Filipinos are a freedom-loving people, having waged two peaceful, bloodless revolutions 
against what were perceived as corrupt regimes. The Philippines is a vibrant democracy, as 
evidenced by 12 English national newspapers, 7 national television stations, hundreds of 
cable TV stations, and 2,000 radio stations. 



Filipinos are a fun-loving people. Throughout the islands, there are fiestas celebrated 
everyday and foreign guests are always welcome to their homes. 



Climate: March to May is hot and dry. June to October is rainy, November to February is 
cool. Average temperatures: 78°F / 25°C to 90°F / 32°C; humidity is 77%. 



Currency. The Philippines' monetary unit is the Peso, divided into 100 centavos. Foreign 
currency may be exchanged at any hotel, most large department stores, banks, and 
authorized money changing shops accredited by the Central Bank of the Philippines. 
International credit cards such as Visa, Diners Club, Bank of America Card, Master Card, 
and American Express are accepted in major establishments. 



Language: The Philippines is the world's third-largest English-speaking country next to 
the United States and the United Kingdom. There are over 100 regional dialects. The 
national language is Filipino. 



Visa requirements: For most foreign visitors, visas are not needed for stays of less than 
21 days. Three-month visa can be obtained in advance and cost around US$35. Multiple- 
entry (lasting six to 12 months) visas are also available but are expensive and only allow 
for stays of 59 days at a time. Visa extensions are possible and generally faster to 
obtain in regional areas.

22. Information Regarding Visas to the Philippines 
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The Philippine government allows nationals from certain countries to enter the country 
without visas for a stay not exceeding 21 days, provided they hold valid ticket for their 
return journey to port of origin or next port of destination. The Philippine Foreign 
Affairs Department also requires that passports are valid for a period of not less than 
six (6) months beyond the contemplated period of stay. But Immigration Officers at ports 
of entry may exercise their discretion to admit holders of passports valid for at least 
sixty (60) days beyond the intended period of stay.

Hopefully you can relay this information 
to interested parties? 



Last week I attended the quarterly NCSL meeting in D.C. where I serve as vice chair on the 
Agriculture, Energy, and the Environment Committee. A part of our committee duties is to 
detail to the congress our position on national matters explaining our position on issues 
of national importance. We are a major organization and where we stand is treated with

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high regard. Position statements are difficult to attain at NCSL because each must pass 
with a H vote from those member states in attendance. 



Our committee also went to Capitol Hill to meet with DOA (Agriculture) officials for an in 
depth discussion. During our discussion I discovered that DOA officials were surprised to 
learn that TAPS would some day require demobilization, removal, and remediation (DR& R) 
when production drops below 250,000 bbls/day. Agriculture officials are very concerned 
with immigration policy but also with the price of fuel and the rising cost to produce 
agricultural products. Although some corn farmers are prospering some beef producers are 
devastated. Department officials were again quite surprised to learn that peak Alaska oil 
production was 2.2 million bbl/day back in the early 80' s and is currently producing 
650,000 bbl/day today. We also noted that Alaskan production continues to decline 6%/year 
and production would cease altogether at some time in the future unless new petroleum 
finds are found and produced. The three officials had never heard that before and asked 
if our Congressional delegation was aware. I informed our hosts that it was and has 
always been clear to them. The department head then advised me that this information 
would have to be bumped upstairs to officials more important than they. I replied that 
the most important officials were sitting right here at the table, the citizens of the 
country. That caused a brief silence followed by an acknowledgment, then some modest 
applause. Maybe we are making progress; I hope so. 



Our next NCSL meeting takes place in New Orleans in July and member states appear 
sympathetic to Alaska's role in helping with the energy crisis. When 1 polled the AEE 
membership at the last meeting it appeared that we have the H vote needed to pass an ANWR 
resolution. Fortunately a number of our members represent farm states and oil producing 
states. Each state is entitled to a single vote and Alaska's ANWR position enjoys wide 
support. I believe ANWR oil will flow into TAPS in 8 years if we continue our efforts. 
This next meeting is an important step and I am committed to make it happen.

The current 
main outstanding issue relates to agreeing on the amount of the capital improvement 
project plan for Anchorage airport that the airlines will have to fund. 



The laws and rules the airport operates under give the State leverage over the airlines. 
At any point in the negotiations, the State can choose to stop negotiating and send out a 
proposed agreement to all the airlines. Whichever airlines choose to accept it become 
"signatory" airlines and pay lesser fees and costs than airlines that choose not to sign.

DOT has been trying to negotiate an agreement with the airlines regarding use of the Anchorage and Fairbanks 
airports. In the last month, both sides, the State and now the airlines have made some concessions and come 
closer to reaching an agreement. The current main outstanding issue relates to agreeing on the amount of the 
capital improvement project plan for Anchorage airport that the airlines will have to fund. 

The laws and rules the airport operates under give the State leverage over the airlines. At any point in the 
negotiations, the State can choose to stop negotiating and send out a proposed agreement to all the airlines. 
Whichever airlines choose to accept it become "signatory" airlines and pay lesser fees and costs than airlines that 
choose not to sign. 

DOT has a letter in draft form that it wants to send offering to meet with the airlines on May 1 3 and May 14 to try 
and reach a final agreement.
